In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1 , 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132)

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed applicants' proposal to put in claim 13 the method of 
preparing the membrane required, and present a new claim 27 also requiring a method like claim 13 and requiring a 
method of preparing the membrane as shown by a faxed draft copy of proposed claims. Examiner pointed out that in a 
first step of preparing the membrane, claim 13 recites "dissolving crystalline beta-form fibroin" whereas new claim 27 
recites "dissolving degummed silk". Examiner indicated this may result in restriction between claim 13 (and claims 
dependent thereon) and new claim 27 since claims 13 and 27 require two different methods for preparing the 
membrane. Examiner further indicated that claim 27 may be rejected under 35 (JSC 112 since the preamble requires a 
membrane including crystalline beta-form fibron whereas the method steps for preparing the membrane do not require 
producing a membrane containing crystalline beta-form fibron.
